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GARFLELD’S CHINESE RECORD. 


There is no room for doubt as to 
what General Garfield’s position on 
the Chinese question is. . His out- 


spoken opinions are in strong contrast 
to the unbroken silence which General 
Hancock has preserved on this in- 


portant topic. 

In 1878 General Garfield visited the 
Pacific coast and spent some time in 
San Francisco. He went through 
Chinatown and witnessed its horrors. 
He has ever since looked with disfavor 
upon Chinese immigration. The follow- 


ing paragraph, taken from the report of 
an interview with General Garfield 
published in the Wheeling (West Vir- 
ginia) Intelligencer, puts him squarely 
on record asa determined opponent 


of Chinese competition with American 
labor: 


“Look at the plague spots in San 
Francisco to-day. Nobody lives in 
them but the Chinese; nobody else 
can live in them. I have seen ina 
@pace no greater than the length and 
higtt of this sleeping car berth, ina 
Chinese tenement gqnarter in San 
Francisco, the home of twelve China- 
men. In that space they actually 
lived ; yes, actually lived most of their 
time. There they crouched (all doub- 
led up), and there they cooked, ate, 
slept, and, in a word, lived. They 
cooked with a little lamp a mess of 
stuff that they import from China, 
which, like their rice food, is very 
cheap, and a mere pittance in the way 
of earnings on the street will supply 
them food and clothes for an indefi- 
nite time. A few cents per day.-is 
more to them than a dollar to the 
commonest American laborer. Hence 
the lowest grade of poor paid labor 
retires before them as it would befofe 
a pestilence.” 


Remember this was said in "78, be- 
fore Garfield’s name had ever been 
mentioned for the Presidency. If the 
above is not sufficiently convincing, 
here is more from the same interview: 


“This is not all. They have no as- 
similation whatever to Caucasian civi- 
lization. The negro assimilates with 
the Caucasian. He wants all that we 
want. He adopts our civilization— 
professes our religion—works for eur 
wages, and is a customer for every- 
thing that civilization produces. Hence 
(using a figure of physiology) we can 
take him up in the circulation of the 
body politic and assimilate him —make 
aman anda brother of him, as the 
phrase goes; but not so in the least 
degree with the Chinaman.” 


These are strong arguments—just as 
good as Horace Davis ever used in 


Congress. . 

When the Willis bill to restrict 
Chines immigration was passed in the 
House January 28, 1879, a press tele— 


gram to the Pacific coast contained 


the following words: 

“No amendments were allowed. 
Garfield desired to abrogate the Bur- 
—_— treaty in this act after July 

st. 

Garfield did not vote for the bill for 
the reason given in the following ex- 
tract from the. Congressional Record 
of January 28, 1879. 

Mr. Garfield—I ask the unanimous 
consent, Mr. Speaker, to offer an 
amendment that this bill shall not 
take effect until due notice has been 
given to China, according to the us- 


ages of international law, of the ter- 


mination of the treaty of which it is a 
palpable violation. 

This extract elearly shows Garfield’s 
sympathy with the bill, as it does also 
his respect for the honor of this Na- 
tion. Hecould not vote for the bill 
but he would not vote againstit. He 
has ever since preserved the same atti- 
tude on this question. His view is 


broad and statesmanlike. He wishes 
to keep out the Chinese and at the 
seme time preserve the good faith of 
this nation with a foreign power. 


Finally, what can be plainer than 
this passage from Garfield's letter of 
acceptance: 

“We caanot evnsent to allow any

FALSE STATEMENTS. 


Two Democratic speakers, address- 
ing the people of Reno within the 
past seven days, each uttered the same 
untruth about General Garfield. There 
is no excuse for any misstatement in 
the matter, for they were speaking 
about a matter of public record.

Public speakers who 
affect to instruct the muititude should 
be correctly informed. They should 
be especially careful when they attack 
the cnaracter of a valiant soldier and 
a faithful public servant like James A. 
Garfield. 

The worst effect of the exposure of 
sO gross’ a misstatement is that it 
naturally destroys the confidence of 
the people in the speaker’s good faith. 
They are apt to think that if he mis- 
stated the facts in one instance he may 
have done so in all. 

Democratic speakers should not rob 
General Garfield both of his good 
name and of his means of defence. 
The best refutation of the lobbyist 
Oakes Ames’ charge that General Gar- 
fielil agreed to take stock in the Credit 
Mobilier is that the General never took 
any.

We have a treaty with the 
Chinese government which should be 
religiously kept until its provisions 
are abrogated by the general govern- 
ment, and lam not prepared to say 
that it should be abrogated until our 
great manufacturing interests dre con- 
served in the matter of labor.

The letter first appeared in the 
Truth, an obscure New York paper, 
Oct. 22, 1880. General Garfield at 
once denounced it asa forgery. The 
Rebublican National Committee in- 
stituted inquiries and ascertained that 
no such concern as the Employers’ 
Union ever existed, and that no such 
person as H, L. Morey was known in 
Lynn, Mass, 

Regardlew “of General Garfield’s 
assertion thnt the letter was a forgery 
and of the statements made by leading 
merchants of Lynn that H. L. Morey 
was a name unknown to them, the 
Democraticmanagers spread fac-simile 
copies of the Morey letter all over 
the country, and the Democratic news- 
papers parade it in large type in their 
columns and make the utmost use of it 
for campaign purposes. 

General Garfield’s denial of the 
authorship of the letter is supported 
by the following facts:

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CORRUPTION AT THE POLLS. 


—_—_——— 


Decent men of both parties must 
have been disgusted with the purchase 
of votes almost openly carried on in 
this precinct yesterday. The Italians 
were bought up like so many cattle, 
and herded into the polls by the Dem- 
ecratic workers. It was notorious 
all through the day that the Demo 
crats were buying votes and paying 
high prices for them—as high in some 
Republi- 
cans were disheartened by noon, when 
they saw how things were going. The 
corrupt and shameless use of money 
furnished by James G. Fair converted 
the usual Republican majority in 
Washoe county into a majority for the 
Democrats. The election was a sad 
travesty on ‘‘the expression of the 
will of the people at the polls.” 

The present election law is defective 
and needs amending. The ballot as 
cast in this State and in all the other 
States of the Union is not a fyll pro- 
tection to the voter, and does not 
sufficiently guard against fraud. Our 
ballot system is not secret. Voters 
can be furnished ballcts outside the 
boundaries of the polling place and 
made to keep them in sight until they 
are deposited in the ballot box. This 
is not right, Make the ballot abso- 
lutely secret and all fraud and intimi- 
dation at the polls will cease. 

Great Britain, Australia and Canada 
have a system of voting by ballot 
which is absolutely secret, In those 
countries the voters are allowed to 
enter the polling place only one at a 
time. Every voter must procure his 
ballot from the presiding officer in 
the polling place. There is an official 
ballot bearing the names and descrip- 
tion of all the candidates. The offi- 
cial ballots are all in the possession ef 
the presiding officer, and no other 
ballots are permitted to be used. To 
prevent the use of any other, the pre- 
siding officer places his initials upon 
each ballot, and also numbers it. The 
voter, on receiving his ballot, is re- 
quired to step into a private compart- 
ment and there mark with a cross on 
his ballot the names of those candi- 
dates for whom he desires to vote. 
He then folds his ballot so that noth- 
ing but the number and the initials on 
the back of it are displayed, and re- 
turning to the presiding officer hands 
him the ballot. The officer deposits 
the ballot in thepresence of representa- 
tives of each candidates. The num- 
bers on the ballots are written upon 
a flap, or counterfoil, which flap is 
torn off by the officer before placing 
the ballot in the box. It is madea 
misdemeanor for any voter to take 
his ballot outside the polling place, 
or to show what names he has marked 
on it. 

The foregoing isa general outline 
of the system of voting now in use in 
Canada, which in its leading features 
is the same as that followed in Great 
Britain and in Australia. It has 
given perfect satisfaction. It prevents 
the purchase of votes and puts a stop 
to intimidation. There are some diffi- 
culties in the way of the adoption of 
such a system in this country, but they 
are not insuperable. What is most re-

quired is a law entirely protecting the 
| voter from observation for a space of 


his ballot. Under the American 
plan of party tickets, with lung lists 
of candidates and often three or more 
tickets in the field, the adoption of an 
official ballot would be difficult. 
Every man who desires to see elections 
purely and decently conducted must 
be in favor of some reform over the 
system of voting now in vogue. We 
hope to see some action taken in this 
matter. The legislator who will give 
this State a good ballot act this winter 
will deserve the gratitude of every 
honest citizen within its borders. 


THE NATIONAL PARTY, 


Horatio Seymour of New York is 
reported to have lately said: “I am 
sick of the word ‘Nation,’” No won- 
der. He’sa Democrat. The Demo- 
cratic idea is that the Constitution is 
a compact or agreement between 
Sovereign States, which have linked 
themselves together in a confederacy 
called the United States. The Repub- 
lican idea is that this is a Nation, not 
a confederacy ; that the Government is 
one of the people, not of delegates 
from Sovereign States; that while 
State rights must be respected, there 
is no such thing as State Sovereignty, 
and that the authority of the general 
Government is paramount, The Re- 
publicans assert the right of the Gov- 
ernment to stretch forth its arm to 
protect the poorest and humblest of 
its citizens. The Democrats deny 
that the Government has any right 
to thus protect its citizens.

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SURPRISE VALLEY. 


Bountifal Crops-The Country Develop- 
ing Rapidly—Progress of Cedarville 
- A Fiae New Church —Ayers’Flour- 
ing Mill--Bidwell Hoping for a 
Railroad.

Fort Bripwe uz, Oct 25, 1880. 

Editor Gazette:—I left your beauti- 
ful growing town of Reno Thursday 
morning, October 14. Our coach was 
full and our journey for the day and 
night a pleasant one. I was very 
much surprised at the number of 
large ricks of hay and grain. I was 
informed that there were over 100,000 
bushels of grain, from three miles 
north of Cedarville to the south end 
of the valley. The hay crop is as 
large or larger than ever known. 

Surprise valley seems all alive with 
progress. New farm houses have gone 
up on every hand, and of a better 
quality than heretofore. Mr. Minto, 
who was married a few weeks ag. to 
the daughter of Mr. Honebeck, has 
built a fine residence at Eagleville, 


into which he has moved his bride. 
Although quite an old bachelor a few 
weeks ago, I heard the remark, “Mr. 
Minto is about the youngest man in 
this valley.” I thought so too, and it 
is to be hoped many more old bachcel- 
ors of Surprise valley will go and do 
likewise. 

The greatest change was seen at 
Cedarville. The storehouses of Crep- 
ler & Bormer were full of grain, and 
still itcame. Trade seems lively and 
people happy. Main street has been 
widened 40 feet, which gives a much 
improved appeerance, and adds largely 
to sufety from fire. Several buildings 
have been built, among which is the 
large Odd Fellows’ building and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. The 
former is on Maiu street and isa fine 
building 24 by 60 feet, two stories 
high and will be an ornament to the 
town. 

The church occupies one of the best 
lots in the place and isa beautiful 
structure 24 by 52 feet, with tower 
and bell. This is the first church 
building in Modoc county. The citi- 
zens of Cedarville are proud of their 
church, because of its beauty and be- 
cause it is the first in this large coun. 
ty. The cost will be about $2,500. 
We shall owe this church to the en- 
ergy and skill of our friends of the 
enterprising firm of Cressler & Bomer. 
I am glad to say others are talked of 
in Modoc county, and very much on 
the inspiration created by the Cedar- 
ville church. 

After service at Cedarville Sabbath 
morning, Oct. 24, Rev. J. W. Pendle- 
ton, preacher in charge for Surprise 
valley, took us in hjs carriage to Fort 
Bidwell, where it was our pirivilege to 
preach to avery attentive audience. 
The same thrift spoken of above shows 
itself at this end of the valley. Mr. 
Ayers bas built and occupied fora 
dry goods store avery fine building 
thissummer. A large and somewhiat 
elegant house is under construction 
by Mr. Peterson. A large flouring 
mill is also being built by Ayers & 
Bonker, costing $10,000. This will 
add to this end of Surprise valley. 
Mr. Adams has finished a large addi- 
tion to his hotel. Other improve- 
ments are seen,and when a new church 
building shall be added, equal to the 
one at Cedarville, Bidwell may be 
copsidered as *second to no town in 
Modoc couaty. 

Bidwell hopes fora railroad. The 
Oregon, Eastern, which is expected to 
connect with. the Nevada & Oregon 
narrow gauge at Lakeview, is making 
a preliminary survey toward Winne- 
mucca. The passed through Bidwell 
eastward some weeks since.

A Meteorite as Big as a Washtnb Falls 
in Humboldt County. 


The Silver State says: Last Tues- 
day night, about 11 o'clock, as John 
Seeley, a cattle man, was coming te 
Winnemucca, while in the vicinity of 
Rose creck, some twelve miles south 
of town, a ball of fire passed across 
his pathway with the seeming velocity 
of a cannon ball. It struck the ground 
at an angle of several degrees from 
the horizon,some two or three hundred 


yards ahead of him and ploughed a 
furrow fof several hundred feet 
through the sagebrush, raising quite a 
dust. Mr. Seeley, when he recovered 
from the fright caused by this singu- 
lar phenomenon, tied his horse te a 
sagebrush and followed up the track 
of the blazing ball, and found it to be 
an iron-colored ball as large as a 
washtub and so hot that it set fire to 
the sagebrush. It now lays about a 
mile and a half from Rose Creek sta- 
tion, and about halt a mile eastward 
from the Italian’s wood pile. Mr. 
Seeley has the reputation of being a 
truthful man, and as it is very easy to 
get to where he says the meteor struck 
and can now be seen, it is to be hoped 
that some of our citizens who have 
the time to spare, will visit the scene 
and ascertain the facts.

Everything Working Well and the 
Prospects Excellent. 


Everybody is encouraged at Pyra- 
mid. The prospects are brilliant. 
The new Huntington crusher works 
to perfection. It is a little wonder. 
The two stand side by side with only 
room for a double ore feeder between 
them, and hammer away day and 
night, crushing over 20 tons a day 
The mill stands in the canyon just 


east of the mouth of the tunnel. There 


is a drop of twelve feet from the tun- 
nel level into the rock breaker. Eight 
feet from the rock breaker into the 
feeder. From the battery there is a 
drop into the tanks to the pans, etc., 
and then into the settler. The Dodge 
rock breaker ir the finest of jts kind. 
It has wrought iron jaws, which are 
better than steel, as they do not get 


so smooth and slippery. The two 
pans hold forty hundred each at a 
charge. The settler holds three tons. 
The machivery is run by a handsome 
little engine of seventeen horse power. 
The boiler is a large one, four and a 
haif by sixteen feet, with forty-nine 
tubes. It has an excellent furnace 
with abundant draft. Everything is 
working like a top. There has been 
some trouble with water, but there 
will be no more. A big well eight 
feet square has been dug to a depth of 
twenty-five feet, and at the bottom 
three drifts have been run twenty-five 
feet each. Then the water from the 
battery is run into slum tanks, After 
it settles itis pumped back and the 
tailings put through the pans. The 
water from the pans runs dewn the 
canyon and the slickens is saved in 
reservoirs. The mill gives entire sat- 
isfaction. 
IN THE MINE. 


Work will be resumed inside of an- 
other month. A new boiler will have 
to be brought from the Eureka mine 
and set up at the hoisting works, The 


old one is eaten out, by the bad water. 
Tne tunnel will be pushed forward 
with Burleigh drills ana it is thonght 
will reach the ledge inside of four 
months. There are 1,500 tons of ore 
on the dump that will work over $10 
clear profit. The mill saves &0 
per cent. and the rock averages $20 a 
ton. It is the intention to keep a 
thousand tons on the dump ahead of 
the mill. The bullion turned out is 
900 fine. The rock contains 4 little 
iron, but is readily disposed ef. Kin- 
kead is at work getting things settled 
into routine. He has his coat off, 
wears a red shirt and sticks his pants 
in his boot tops.

It appears 
that nearly allthe abeve items are il- 
legal, and how it is that the immacu- 
late H. H. Beck, alias Middlings, 
could hold up his hand before heaven 
and swear to them is something we 
cannot understand. Beck accused 
the county officers of perjury in swear- 
ing to their bills, but we venture the 
assertion that the hand of H. H.

To Take Place in London and to Illus- 
trate the Advantages of Teetotalism, 


It having been printed that Dr. 
Tanner had become a teetotaler, a 
Sun reporter weut to see the great 
faster to learn why, The little man 
was found at the residence of Dr. 
Gunn, lcoking bright and strong and 
eager to talk about his fast. “lama 
temperance man; that’s so,” he said; 
“but it’s no new thing with me. I 
have been a regular total abstairer, 
not only from all alchoholic drinks, 
but from tea and coffee, for years.” 

‘But you drank wine after the 
fast?” 

“T did, and I drank it simply as 4 
medicine. If I had taken a dozen 
pledges I should have felt myself jus- 
tified in drinking alcohol then. You 
see after my fast the microscope 
showed that my blood was decompos- 
ing. The physicians said it was ow- 
ing to the fast; that the great decom- 
position of tissue had ere this 
condition of my blood, I thought 
that it was owing to the malarial 
atmosphere in which I lived in that 
hall. However, one thing was cer- 
tain—my blood was decomposing. 
The thing to do was to stop it. Ex: 
periment has shown that any animal 
tissue placed in alcohol does not decay 
or decompose; that alcohol taken into 
the system has the _ effect of 
arresting decomposition of tissue. So, 
naturally, I took alcohol. I took it 
in the form of the purest and best 
wines I could buy. The effect was 
good, NowIl’m glad to make this 
explanation, for I have always taken 
strong temperance grounds, and I 
don’t want to appear inconsistent. I 
have differed with many men of my 
own profession as to the value of alco- 
hol, claiming that it has been greatly 
overrated;for it is not a nutriment, 
nor is it valuable as a stimulant. It 
ig simply good in cases of wasting of 
tissue, and as an antiseptic in cases of 
consumption, scrofula and such dis- 
eases. 

“T can give you a bit of news,’’ con- 
tinued the Doctor. “I am making 
arrangements with Dr. B. W. Richard- 
son of London to fast there. Dr. 
Richardson has gained considerable} 
reputation on account of the stand he 
has made against the use of alcohol as 
amedicine. I have told him that 
would do the forty days’ fast again,in 
London, and he is to issue a challenge 
to the brewers, distillers and dectors. 
They may select six men, as near my 
age and physical condition as possible. 
They can take wine, beer, or apy 
spirituous liquor during the fast, and 
I will take water only, and will see 
what the result will be. Iam sure 
they can’t stand it; and the the reason 
is plain. When I fasted I lived on 
myself—on the decomposition of my 
tissues. I lost half a pound a day in 
tissues. It was as nourishing to me 
as halfa pound ofany other animal 
tissue. Now, as I said, alcohol checks 
the decomposition of tissue. Suppose 
I’d taken alcohol into my system dur- 
ing my fast. It would have stopped 
my supply of nourishment, and I'd 
have starved to death.” 

Dr. Tanner received a cablegram 
yesterday from England completing 
arrangements for a lecture tour there.

Citizens of the United States are: 

1. Persons born within the terri- 
torial limits and in allegiance to the 
the government of the United States. 
Children born on the high sea or in 
foreign ports oa board of ships or 
vessels of the United States are deem- 
ed to have been born within the terri- 
torial limits of the United States. 

2. Persons born abroad, whose 
fathers were at the time of their birth 
citizens of the United States.

4. Persons made citizens by act of 
Congress. 

5. Persons born in allegiance to a 
foreign power, but in territory after- 
wards ceded to the United States, and 
who continued to reside within the 
ceded districts after cession, 

6. Children of parents who were 
duly naturalized during the minority 
of such children. 

7. The children of any alien who 
had declared his intention to become 
a citizen but died before he became 
naturalized. : 

It is a misdemeanor, punishable by 
imprisonment not exceeding six 
months, for a person to vote or offer 
to vote, knewing that he is not enti- 
tled to vote.

Many of the leading orchard pro- 
prietors in northern Italy and southern 
Germany are cultivators of the common 
black ant, Which insect they hold in 
high esteem ag the fruit grower’s best 
friend. Tn8¢stablish ant hills in their 
orchards, and leave the police service 
of their fruit trees entirely to the tiny 
colovists, which pass all their time in 
climbing up the stems of the fruit 
trees, cleansing their boughs and 
leaves of malefactors, mature as well 
as embryotic, and descending laden 
with spoils to the ground, where they 
comfortably consume or prudently 
store away their booty. They never 
meddle with sound fruit, but only in- 
vade such apples, pears and plums as 
have already been penetrated by the 
canker, which they remorselessly pur- 
sue to its fastnesses within the very 
heart of the fruit. Nowhere are apple 
and pear trees so free frum blight and 
destructive insects as in the immediate 
neighborhood of a large ant hill five or 
six years old. The favorite food of 
ants would uppear to be the larve and 
pupe of those creatures which spend 
the whole of their brief existences in 
devouring the tender shoots and juve- 
nile leaves of fruit trees.

Charlies Francis Adams On The Po- 
litical Situation—He Contrasts The 
Records of the Two Parties and 
Thinks Hancock Ought to be Sent 
to School. 

New York, Oct. 27. 
Charles Francis Adams, Jr., who 
supported Tilden four years ago, ad- 
dressess the Independent Republicans 
here to-morrow night, to give’his rea- 
sons for supporting Garfield now. He 
holds that while he thought Tilden 

was elected, the asserted fraud of 1876 

is not a living issue. Besides, he says, 

later developments show that the fraud 
was not all on one side, and the Dem- 
ocratic party is in the position ofa 
man who complains of having his 
pocket picked while himself cheating 
at cards. Therefore, he thinks the 
Democracy were wise in dropping the 
fraud candidate. Federal interference 
in Southern domestic affairs is over 
and specie payments have been re-es- 
tablished.

Unquestionably a Forgery. 
New York, Oct. 28. 

At the examination of Kennard 
Philip yesterday on a charge of hav- 
ing forged the Garfield letter, Joseph 
E. Payne, an expert of hand-writing 
for thirty years, Albert F. Southwort, 
an expert for more than twenty, and 
Daniel T. Ames, an expert for twenty- 
five yeers, all testified, after a careful 
examination, that in their belief the 
letter was a forgery, and that it was 
written and signed by Kennard Philip.

Garfield’s denial of the authorship 
of the Morey letter should be suffici- 
ent to convince any reasonable man 
that the letter is a forgery. 

Why? 

Because the whole truth of the mat- 
ter is bound to come out in a short 
time. Should it result that Garfield 
had lied, his political death would im- 
mediately follow, and he would be 
crushed under the weight of obloquy 
that would be heaped upon him, 
Theretore, Garfield, who is a shrewd 
man, would not dare to repudiate a 
letter which he had written and 
signed. Sueh a repudiation would be 
an act of the greatest folly. It might 
give hima temporary advantage but 
would crush him in the end. 

The authorship of a letter can be ab- 
solutely proven by experts. The de- 
tection of forgery has been reduced to 
an exact science. No man can conceal 
his handwriting. Its characteristics 
are betrayed in every line and curve, 
in the crossing of the t’s and the dot- 
ting of the i’s. So, likewise, no man’s 
handwriting can be imitated beyond 
the certainty of detection. There will 
be some characteristic omitted, some 
peculiarities slighted, and the hand- 
writing of the imitator will show 
through every line, 

Now Garfield knows these things as 
wellasany one. He knows that for 
him to lie about the Morey letter 
would ultimately prove his ruin. His 
worst enemies give him credit for su- 
perior ability, and no clever man will 
ever deliberately tell a lie that is cer- 
tain to be found out and disgrace him 
for ever. 

We have here presented this case in 
the most cold-blooded way, on the 


single ground that Garfield has com- 
We cannot understand 
how any sensible man, regarding the 
Morey ietter from this neutral point 
of view, can consider it genuine in the 
face of Garfield’s denial. Then think 
of Garfield’s splendid reputation, his 
pure aims, his lofty character. Could 
such a man stoop to a lic before the 
face of a whole nation to gain a politi-, 
cal advantage !
